AJ AN UNDERSTANDING OF THE BROAD OUTLINES OF THE STRATEGY 
F THE ALLIANCE IS ESSENTIAL TO AN UNDERSTANDING OF OUR 
SECURITY AGREEMENTS AND COMMITMENTS IN CONNECTION WITH NATO. 
DISCUSSION OF NATO STRATEGY WITH MESSRS. PINCUS AND PAUL .ON 
AN APPROPRIATELY CLASSIFIED BASIS SHOULD INCLUDE DISCUSSION 
OF THE VARIATION IN POINTS OF VIEW OF DIFFERENT MEMBERS OF

COMMIT FORCES TO HOSTILITIES. THE SPECIAL ADVANCE 
DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO CONVENTIONAL AIR 
DEFENSE UNDER SACEUR AND PROCEDURES PERMITTING ADVANCE DELEGATION 
OF AUTHORITY WITH REGARD TO THE ALERTS WILL BE EXPLAINED 
BY WASHINGTON AND USNMR SHAPE ONLY. IT SHOULD BE MADE CLEAR 
THAT NO NATO PROCEDURE IN ANY WAY CHANGES OR LIMITS OR 
AFFECTS THE CONSTITUTIONAL PROCESSES 0F THE U.S. GOVERNMENT 
UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES.

ENGAGEMENT, PAST, PRESENT, OR PROPOSED, WILL BE PROVIDED 
THE COMMITTEE STAFF. THE EXISTENCE OF CONTINGENCY PLANS FOR 
BERLIN AND THE NATO AREA AS A WHOLE CAN BE STATED, BUT DETAILED 
CONTINGENCY PLANS SHALL NOT BE IDENTIFIED NOR DISCUSSED. 
INCLUDED ARE BERLIN CONTINGENCY PLANS, COMMANDER’S EMERGENCY 
DEFENSE PLANS, SOFTE PLANS, ETC.
